To the rest of the student body, debaters are all the same. However, 
LHS offers three differentttypes of debate, including Lincoln-Douglas, 
Policy, and Public Forum Debate.\Each form of debate is unique, which 
allows students to pick andechoose according to their preferences. 
Lincoln-Douglas Debate, commonly known as just LD, is just one of 

three forms of debate at LHS. LD debate is one-on-one and focuses on 
philosophy, ethics, values, and logical reasoning. Students debate a 
resolution, or a topic, chosen by the National Forensic League in charge of 
all high school debate, for two months before it is changed. 

Policy Debate, on the other hand, is two-on-two and focuses more 

heavily on governmental policies. In policy debate, the resolution is chosen 
at the beginning of the school year, and debaters research and study the 
topic for the entire school year. The amount of time spent on a single topic 
allows debaters to research tons of info, which fills up those massive tubs 
that they carry around. Policy debate requires very fast speaking in order 
to deliver all the evidence in the alloted time. Speaking at up to 400 
words per minute sounds like gibberish to the average person. 

Public Forum Debate, abbreviated PF, or PFD, is one of the newer types 

of debate, and requires students to have taken at least one year of LD. 
Public Forum debate is two-on-two and is conducted in a conversational 
tone, where debaters must be clear in explaining their evidence and 


reasoning to the judge, unlike the quicker speeches in Policy and LD.

Our Team competed at the Massachusetts Regional Science Bowl held at UMass Lowell on Saturday. Two of our teams competed as part of the 27 team competition from across the state. Our 
kids showed wonderful sportsmanship and were excellent ambassadors of LHS and the Lexington community. 

Our B and A Teams were ranked first and second, respectively, coming out of the round robin competition entering the single elimination tournament. Since we were the top two seeds each 
team was in a different bracket in the round of 16 single elimination.
